Quadruple Tragedy at Maiastone.—A shock- 
ing domestic tragedy was enacted at Maidstone last week, 
when Mrs. Charles Tootell, wife of a local surveyor, and 
her two daughters, were found to have been murdered in 
their beds, The dead body of Mr. Toote)l was after- 
wards discovered in the river Medway. Не. had left 
behind him in the house the following letter : "My dear 
Sister, - Ї have made a great mistake.

I don't 
know what will happen.--CuanLks.'" The scene in the 
bed-rooms of the vietims indicated that they had been slain 
with great deliberation. Mrs. 'Tootell's throat had evidently 
been cut as she slept, but the two daughters—who were aged 
20 and 13 respectively—made a desperate fight for life. 
Four biood-stained razors were found in the house, All 
were broken. At the inquest Dr. Gibb, a brain specialist, 
gave it as his opinion that Mr. Tootell was in a sub- 
conscious state when he committed the acts, but recovered 
afterwards, and then, realising what he had done, wrote 
the letter quoted above aud committed suicide. Other 
| evidence having been given, the jury found that Mr. 
| Tootell murdered his wife and daughters and drowned 
| himself in the Medway while temporarily insane. "The

buried in one grave and their daughters close to them in

A memoria to Shakspere іп London has often 
been proposed, but now, thanks to Mr. Badger, 
of Eastbourne, the memorial will be carried out 
in a stately and artistic manner. The next 
question is the site, and here, no doubt, there 
will be some diversity of opinion. Many will 
argue that the nppropriate site would be in the 
vicinity of the Blackfriars Theatre, in which 
Shakspere as early as 1589 was a shareholder. 
The chiet theatres of the period were the 
Curtain in Shoreditch, the Red. Bull, the Belle 
Sauvage, the Phoenix or Cockpit in Drury Lane, 
the Globe, Bankside, the Fortune Theatre in 
Golden Lane, the Hope, the Swan, and a few 
others. Perhaps the neighbourhood of Black- 
friars would be the most suitable position. 
Leicester Square we can hardly regard as appro- 
priate, but that the Metropolis has been without 
a dignified memorial of the great poet for more 
than three centuries is a scandal. 


Mr. George Edwardes will reopen Daly's 
Theatre оп -Saturday with the new Cingalese 
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£14,000. The artificial flowers in the first scene 
cost £500, and the second act is particularly 
splendid, a Cingalese New Year's Festival being 
represented in front of a temple, on the altar 
of which is burning a sacred flame. In this 
scene everything that can be accomplished by 
sound,light, and motion is turned to account, 
the result beiug a spectacle of transcendent 
splendour and originality ; while the music is 
in harmony with the scene, which is rendered 
additionally attractive by the beauty and novelty 
of the native costumes, which have been copied 
from those of Ceylen most accurately.
